2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-7.10-14, & 16 lack novelty and an inventive step under PCT Articles 33(2) & 33(3) as being anticipated over PAGE, or IDA 
et al or KOYANAGI et al. as PAGE shows antifungal & vermin control agents applied to fabrics,as does IDA further specifying fabric 
& fungicide types (col. 5, 12) and KOYANAGI, also showing the specific instant fabrics (col 13) & fungicides(col 12) and 
insecticide(col 1 1). 

Claims 8,9,1 5, 1 7-24 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the instant 
methods & carpet treatment compositions. 

Claims 1-24 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus provide industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
